The Harmonial Philosophy

Theologically considered, God is the 
Great Father, Spirit of all spirits. The 
essential qualities and properties of 
His Infinite Soul penetrate all Nature 
and all intelligent essences. These 
qualities and properties arelove, under- 
stood fundamentally, and thus God is 
love. Theologically we think of the 
inexhaustible sweetness of this love; 
we think of God’s close and unchange- 
able relation to our most interior selves; 
we feel a particular providence in our 
existence, a protection from multifar- 
ious temptations and accidents in the 
doing of His will willingly. When 
this view rests, as it should rest al- 
ways, upon a scientific and philosophi- 
cal foundation, divested of mystery 
and supernaturalism it is a source 
of unfailing consolation. If God is 
apprehended as an organized principle, 
operating according to eternally es- 
tablished laws - so surpassingly right- 
eous that they produce a kind of nec- 
essary freedom or independence - then 
will our spirits bow with intellectual 
obedience to the Will of our Father 
and experience a beautiful liberty in 
moving harmoniously with universal 
Nature. It follows that, viewed with 
scientific eyes, God is a Great Fact, 
philosophically a Great Positive Mind 
and theologically a Great Spirit Father. 
The executive element of the Great 
Positive Mind is will, and the essen- 
tial element is love. Divine Love and 
Divine Will, in their governing and 
directing principle, constitute Divine 
Wisdom-eternal, infinite, spread 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the universe. 

In accordance with the rules of ana- 
logical reasoning, it is easy to com- 
prehend what God is, and where and 
how He dwells in the universe. He 
is the sublimation of all substantial 
qualities, essence, elements, principles, 
in the highest concentration of unity, 
the crystallization of all that is re 
fined, pure, bright and harmonious. 
He resides especially in the vortical 
encephalon of cerebrum of the uni- 
verse. The analogy which exists be 
tween the Divine Mind and the uni- 
verse is therefore established. As the 
human mind is organized on a fin- 


ite plane, so is the Divine Mind or- 
ganized on an infinite plane. As the 
seat of human sensation, affection, sen- 
timent, intelligence and voluntary 
power is in the brain, so are the qual- 
ities, essence, principles, omnipotent 
power and eternal omniscience in the 
sensorium of the universe. The outer 
universe is a visible manifestation of 
the Indwelling Deity. Nature is the 
body, God is the soul. Nature is the 
dormitory of all that is unfolded in 
the great sensorium. God is the Cause, 
Nature is the effect; God is the spirit- 
ual, Nature the material; Nature is 
finite, God is infinite. The two are 
joined indissolubly and harmonious- 
ly-matrimonially, so to speak - and 
can never fall asunder. The highest 
conception which the human mind can 
attain of the Infinite is essentially theo- 
logical; but the relations which the 
Infinite sustains to the finite, which 
God sustains to Nature, can be com- 
prehended only by a philosophical 
intellect, and hence such terms as our 
Heavenly Father and the Great First 
Cause will be understood readily, but 
the Organized Principle and the Great 
Sensorium of the universe make a 
deeper call on minds. The Great Posi- 
tive Mind is love, will, wisdom; Na- 
ture is substance, aggregation, uni- 
verse; and the laws which flow from 
God into organism of Nature arethose 
of association, progression and devel- 
opment.

A. I am sure there are, because all 
spiritual communications on record, 
both ancient and modern, so testify, 
and there is every reason for conclud- 
ing that the visible world is an expres- 
sion of the invisible. 


Q. What is commonly meant by visible 
and invisible? 

A. Visible is whatever can be discover- 
ed by use of ordinary physical senses; 
invisible is a term used generally to 
mean what we cannot see unless we are 
clairvoyant. 


Q. What is meant by clairvoyant? 

A. Extended vision; ability to see ob- 
jects made of finer substance than that 
ordinarily termed material.
